Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  annual  health 
report  for  1961  together  with  the  vital  statistics  relative  to  the  period. 

The  population  has  decreased  by  10  and  stands  at  34,510. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  birth  rate  from  680  in  i960  to  658  in 

1961. 


The  Infant  Mortality  rate  is  22*8  and  an  analysis  of  the  causes  of  death 
in  infants  under  one  year  will  be  found  in  the  text  of  the  report. 

During  the  year  no  person  suffered  from  poliomyelitis. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  349. 

For  the  thirteenth  year  in  succession  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria. 

Of  the  658  babies  bom  in  1961  only  279  had  their  injections  against  the  disease. 
This  gave  a  figure  of  42.4%.  It  is  important  to  emphasise  that  at  least  75%  ©f 
children  should  be  immunised  against  the  disease  if  we  are  to  escape  cases.  In 
other  parts  of  the  country  cases  of  diphtheria  have  occurred  and  patients  there 
have  died  from  it.  There  are  no  grounds  for  relegating  this  disease  to  the  third 

or  fourth  division?  the  infection  is  always  present  in  some  unknown  carrier  and, 

given  the  right  circumstances,  will  take  hold  and  cause  death* 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  staff 
of  the  Department  for  their  loyal  and  generous  assistance,  to  the  Officers  of 
other  Departments  for  their  help  and  co-operation,  and  to  the  Council  for  support 

and  encouragement.

ACCIDENTS 

The  number  of  deaths  caused  by  accidents  in  the  Borough  either  in  the  home  or 
on  the  road  was  10. 

The  public  accepts  death  and  mutilation  from  accidents  in  the  home  and  on  the 
road  without  perturbation  but  will  panic  in  the  event  of  one  case  of  poliomyelitis. 

A  large  number  of  accidents  in  the  home  can  be  prevented  by  ensuring  that 
fires  have  a  suitable  guard  -  that  carpets  are  not  loose  and  that  tea  pots  and 
dangerous  drugs  are  kept  out  of  the  reach  of  exploring  childish  fingers.

Care  of  Illegitimate  Children. 

Under  a  scheme  adopted  in  1944,  the  district  has  the  service  of  a  part-time 
Welfare  Officer  of  the  County  Council  Almoner  Service,  who  co-operates  with  the 
Health  Visitors  and  with  the  workers  of  the  voluntary  moral  welfare  organisations. 

Ambulance  Service. 

Ambulance  services  are  provided  by  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  and  are 
controlled  from  County  Council  Headquarters  in  Nottingham.  Worksop  has  been 
designated  as  a  "Main  Station"  with  an  attached  "Sub-Station".  Vehicles  comprise 
three  ambulances  and  three  sitteivcars.  All  the  ambulances  in  the  vicinity  have 

now  been  provided  with  radio  telephone.  The  advantages  are  obvious.  Telephone

Laboratory  Service. 

Certain  bacteriological  work  in  connection  with  suspected  cases  of  Typhoid, 
Dysentery,  Food  Poisoning  and  the  examination  of  ice  cream  samples,  is  carried  out 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Sheffield. 

HOME  NURSING. 


The  District  Nursing  Association  employing  whole  and  part-time  nurses  will 
continue  their  Home  Nursing  Service  on  behalf  of  the  Local  Health  Authority.

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HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 


The  Home  Help  Service  provides  domestic  help  to  necessitous  cases,  either 
full  or  part-time. 

These  may  includes- 

Maternity  cases. 

Mothers  of  young  children  where  some  help  is  recommended  by  the  doctor. 

Cases  of  illness  where  no  other  help  is  available. 

The  aged  and  infiraed. 

These  Home  Helps  do  cleaning,  plain  cooking,  shopping  etc.  but  not  nursing. 
They  make  their  own  provision  for  meals. 

A  recommendation  from  the  doctor  or  nurse  is  necessary. 

A  householder  is  required  to  pay  at  the  rate  of  3s.  6d.  per  hour  unless 
unable  to  do  so  when  the  rate  of  payment  is  determined  by  applying  the  County 
Council es  Scale  of  Assistance.  Payments  for  the  service  are  made  to  the  County 
Treasurer  and  not  to  the  Home  Help.  The  Home  Helps  receive  a  weekly  wage  from  the 
County  Council. 

The  County  Council  employ  an  Organiser  for  the  district  and  any  further 
information  regarding  the  Home  Help  Service  may  be  obtained  from  her  at  61,  Carlton 
Road,  Worksop  (Tel.  No?  Worksop  2884).

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


Whooping  Cough 

There  were  7  cases  of  whooping  cough  notified  during  1961.  The  number  of 
children  immunised  against  the  disease  was  658. 

Measles 

As  I  pointed  out  in  my  report  last  year,  epidemics  of  measles  usually  run 
in  two-year  cycles*  In  I960  there  were  92  cases,  but  the  number  in  1961  was  566. 

Scarlet  Fewer 

There  were  6  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  during  the  year.  The  infection 
was  mild  in  type. 


Cerebro  Spinal  Fever 


Three  cases  of  cerebro  spinal  fever  were  reported  in  the  district  during 

1961. 


Poliomyelitis 

During  1961  there  was  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  and  2,179  persons  completed 
an  initial  course  of  two  injections. 

The  number  of  persons  who  were  given  a  third  booster  injection  was  1,265. 

The  total  number  of  children  in  the  5-12  age  group  who  received  a  fourth 
injection  was  2,899. 

The  response  from  the  adolescent  and  under  40  year  age  groups  leaves  a  lot 
to  be  desired.  This  is  surprising  when  one  thinks  of  the  publicity  given  to  this 
disease. 


Diphtheria 


For  the  thirteenth  year  in  succession  there  were  no  cases  of  this  disease. 

The  total  number  of  children  immunised  against  the  disease  was  718.  As 
emphasised  in  all  my  previous  reports  dealing  with  this  infection,  it  is  necessary 
for  a  high  level  of  immunisation  to  be  kept  up  in  order  to  prevent  this  disease 
reappearing. 

Because  of  the  press  publicity  attached  to  poliomyelitis,  one  would  imagine 
that  this  disease  and  smallpox  were  the  only  ones  to  be  dreaded  nowadays.  Young 
mothers  have  never  seen  or  heard  of  a  case  of  diphtheria  and  they  do  not  appear  to 
attach  any  importance  to  the  disease.  It  can,  however,  still  cause  death  or  severe 
heart  complications.

Tuberculosis 

Sis  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  two  cases  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  notified  during  1961.  In  I960  there  were  15  new  cases  reported. 


Smallpox 

The  number  of  persons  vaccinated  against  smallpox  was  only  341. 


Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 


Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  at  present  being  carried  out  on  children 
who  have  been  family  contacts  of  a  case  of  the  disease  and  who,  on  skin  investigation, 
are  found  to  be  susceptible  to  it. 

Apart  from  this  selected  group,  children  who  are  10  years  old  and  upwards 
are  also  being  offered  this  protection. 

During  the  year,  768  children  were  skin  tested  to  determine  their  sensitivity 
-  661  of  them  who  gave  a  negative  reaction  were  vaccinated.  Eighty-two  children 
gave  a  positive  reaction  and  as  this  usually  indicates  immunity,  protection  is  not 
required.  As  a  safeguard  such  children  are  referred  to  the  hospital  for  an  X-ray 
examination.

In  addition 
there  were  medical  complications  and  as  she  adamantly  refused  to  leave  her  home  for 
treatment,  action  had  to  be  taken.

SWIMMING  BATHS o 

A  municipal  swimming  bath  is  situate  in  the  Borough  and  is  open  to  the 
public.  During  the  year,  samples  of  water  were  taken  and  the  results  of  the 
analyses  were  satisfactory  in  each  case*  The  purpose  of  the  filtration  and 
chlorination  of  swimming  bath  water  is  to  provide  a  constant  supply  of  clean  and 
sparkling  water  reasonably  protected  against  contamination  by  disease  producing 
germs.  The  great  variation  in  ’bathing  loads’  and  consequently  in  degree  of 
pollution  make  the  protection  of  swimming  bath  water  no  simple  task.  While  the 
baths  staff  do  everything  to  maintain  a  ’"safe"  standard  of  bath  water,  the  bathers 
themselves  could  assist  very  materially  by  the  observance  of  strict  personal 
hygiene.

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSE. 

One  Common  Lodging  House  is  situated  in  the  Borough  at  No.  87,  Lowtown 

Street. 

The  house,  with  common  room  and  nine  dormitories,  is  registered  to 
accommodate  49  male  lodgers  only.  The  residents  are  mainly  permanent  and  only  a 

few  itinerants  are  catered  for  during  the  year. 

The  house  continues  to  be  maintained  satisfactorily  and  registration  was 
renewed  for  a  further  period  of  one  year. 

CARAVANS. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960. 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  29th  August,  I960. 

During  1961,  four  applications  were  received  from  local  caravan  site  holders 
to  establish  or  retain  sites  for  residential  caravans. 

All  applications  were  submitted  to  the  County  Director  of  Planning  at  Nottingham 
for  planning  approval,  which  was  given  in  each  case.  The  Borough  Council  granted 
licences  for  each  site,  specifying  conditions  to  be  observed  as  set  out  in  the  model 
standards  of  the  Act. 

Some  progress  had  been  made  in  complying  with  the  licence  conditions  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 

The  owners  of  a  site  in  Stubbing  Lane  were  prosecuted  by  the  County  Council 
for  the  use  of  an  unauthorised  portion  of  their  site  and  were  fined  a  total  of  £30 
and  costs. 

The  Borough  Councils  plan  to  construct  a  residential  caravan  site  in  Brace- 
bridge  proceeded  to  the  extent  that  loan  sanction  was  approved  by  the  Ministry. 
Construction  work  was  scheduled  to  begin  early  in  1962. 

AGRICULTURE  (SAFETY,  HEALTH  AND  WELFARE  PROVISIONS)  ACT,  1936. 

Following  upon  the  complete  survey  of  all  agricultural  units  in  the  Borough 
carried  out  during  the  previous  year,  revisits  were  made  to  those  units  where 
adequate  sanitary  accommodation  had  not  been  provided.  These  inspections  showed 
a  marked  improvement  in  standard. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

Investigations  in  connection  with  atmospheric  pollution  in  Worksop  continued 
throughout  the  year.  Observations  were  taken  at  the  following  record  stations  and 
information  obtained  regarding  the  deposit  of  solid  matter  and  the  amount  of  sulphur 
dioxide  in  the  atmosphere  in  the  vicinity  of  each  station. 

No.  1  Station  -  Park  House,  Park  Street,  Worksop. 

No.  2  Station  -  Nursery,  The  Canch. 

No.  3  Station  -  Cemetery,  Retford  Road. 

No.  4  Station  -  Waterworks,  Sunnyside. 

No.  6  Station  -  Haggonfields  School,  Rhodesia,  Worksop. 

No.  6  Station  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  February,  1961  and  is  provided 
with  a  deposit  gauge  and  a  lead  peroxide  instrument.  The  purpose  of  this  station 
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is  to  monitor  a  nearby  brickworks  at  Steetley  which  is  in  the  process  of  being 
greatly  enlarged  and  modernised. 

A  privately  owned  record  station  known  as  No*  5  Station  is  sited  to  the 
west  of  Mansfield  Road  and  the  Council  have  access  to  the  results  from  the  station.

Note?  The  high  average  figure  shown  for  No.  6  Station  was  due  to  high  monthly 
readings  recorded  for  the  first  two  months  the  station  was  in  operation.  Since 
that  time,  however,  readings  have  compared  favourably  with  the  average  pollution 
figures  for  the  Borough. 

The  trends  of  atmospheric  pollution  in  Worksop  during  the  year  follow  a 
similar  pattern  to  those  shown  in  the  graphs  in  last  year°s  report. 

Investigations  show  that  the  pollution  of  the  South  and  West  side  of  the 
town  is  much  less  than  that  of  East,  North-East  and  Central  areas  of  the  town  and 
would  indicate  that  the  prevailing  winds  across  the  town  pick  up  this  increased 
pollution  from  the  domestic  chimneys,  railway  sidings  and  factories  of  the  town 
itself. 

In  1962  it  is  intended  to  set  up  2  atmospheric  pollution  record  stations 
fitted  with  Volumetric  Sulphur  dioxide  and  Smoke  Recording  Units  to  replace  four 
of  the  stations  now  using  deposit  gauge  and  lead  peroxide  instruments. 

The  volumetric  instruments  are  more  accurate  in  the  recording  of  atmospheric 
pollution  and  are  the  instruments  being  used  in  connection  with  the  National  Survey 
of  atmospheric  pollution  now  being  carried  out  by  the  Department  of  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Research. 


The  D.S.I.R.  from  information  obtained  by  the  National  Survey  of  Atmospheric 
pollution  intend  to  provide  figures  which  will  act  as  a  yardstick  for  atmospheric 
pollution  for  a  wide  number  of  areas,  towns,  etc. 

The  information  obtained,  therefore,  from  the  two  new  Volumetric  SO  and 
Smoke  instruments  to  be  set  up  in  Worksop  can  eventually  be  compared  with  standard 
figures  for  our  particular  type  of  area  and  thus  give  guidance  to  the  Council  as 
to  future  action  to  be  taken  in  Smoke  Control,  etc. 

SMOKE  NUISANCES. 

No  serious  smoke  nuisance  was  observed  during  the  year  from  factories  in 
the  Borough.  One  colliery,  however,  from  time  to  time  blotches  the  skyline  with 
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emissions  of  black  smoke  from  its  single  chimney  stack  serving  a  battery  of 
Lancashire  boilers.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  electrification  of  this  colliery 
will  be  proceeded  with  as  soon  as  possible  and  so  remove  this  nuisance  which  does 
little  to  advertise  the  pleasant  area  of  the  Dukeries  and  Worksop. 

BURNING  SPOILBANK  -  CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956,  S.18. 

A  serious  fire  broke  out  early  in  the  year  at  the  Shireoaks  Colliery  spoil- 
bank.  The  fire  was  very  extensive  and  called  for  vigorous  action  if  it  was  to  be 
controlled.  Inspections  were  made  of  the  burning  tip  in  co-operation  with  H.M. 
District  Alkali  Inspector  and  advice  given  to  the  management  of  the  colliery  as  to 
possible  methods  of  reducing  the  fires.  These  included  (a)  increasing  the  number 
and  orientation  of  the  water  sprays  and  the  amount  of  water  being  sprayed  on  to  the 
burning  face  and  (b)  reducing  the  amount  of  coal  going  on  to  the  tip  with  the  dirt 
from  the  colliery. 

A  prompt  and  determined  effort  was  immediately  made  by  the  colliery 
management  to  control  the  fire  and  by  the  end  of  June  it  was  possible  to  report 
that  whilst  there  had  been  some  spread  of  the  fire  towards  the  northern  end  of  the 
tip,  the  main  serious  fire  on  the  southern  face  was  extinct.  This  improvement  has 
continued  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  no  nuisance  was  occurring  from  the  tip. 

Tipping  at  the  colliery  is  now  being  carried  out  in  a  controlled  manner, 
on  a  new  area,  the  system  being  that  of  shallow  tipping  with  heavy  consolidation  of 
all  material, 

PRIOR  APPROVAL  OF  NEW  FURNACES. 

Five  applications  for  prior  approval  of  the  installation  of  new  furnaces  in 
accordance  with  Section  3  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1946,  were  approved  by  the  Council 
during  the  year.  The  applications  were  in  connection  with  the  following 
installations? 

1 .  Worksop  Grammar  School,  Sparken  Hill,  Worksop. 

Two  Beeston  10  KLN  Colonel  Cast  Iron  sectional  hot  water  boilers,  each  with 
a  rating  of  1,419,000  BoT.U’s  per  hour  fired  by  fully  automatic  oil  burners. 

2.  Worksop  Miners0  Welfare  Scheme,  Gateford  Road,  Worksop. 

One  38K  Ideal  Britannia  hot  water  boiler  with  a  rating  of  511,000  B.T.U*s 
per  hour.

NOISE  ABATEMENT. 

Statutory  notices  were  served  upon  the  owners  of  two  local  wood  sawyards 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Noise  Abatement  Act,  I960. 
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These  notices  required  constructional  work  upon  the  premises,  in  case  (l)  to 
improve  the  soundproofing  of  the  existing  building  and  in  case  (2)  to  enclose  an  open 
working  area,, 

As  the  notices  were  served  late  in  the  year,  compliance  with  their  terms  did 
not  take  place  until  1962. 

PEST  CONTROL. 

Mr.  G.A.  Cooley  retired  on  8th  April,  1961.  He  had  been  employed  as  the 
Council's  Rat  Catcher  since  1942  and  prior  to  that  year  had  been  engaged  at  intervals 
as  required  (usually  during  National  Rat  Week,  which  took  place  in  the  November  of 
pre-war  years). 

Mr.  Cooley  enjoyed  the  confidence  of  many  business  and  trades  people  in  the 
town  and  spent  many  night  hours  plying  his  trade  in  warehouses,  shops  and  other 
premises.  He  is  probably  the  last  of  the  line  of  Rat  Catchers  in  the  town,  his 
methods  now  being  superseded  by  modem  materials  and  procedures.  Nevertheless, 
considerable  credit  is  due  to  him  for  his  valuable  work  during  his  20  odd  years 
service. 


Mr.  A.  Stoner  was  appointed  Rodent  Operator  and  commenced  duties  on  27th 
March,  1961. 

Hitherto  the  Council  operated  a  free  rodent  control  service  for  all  classes 
of  property.  This  system  had  certain  advantages,  but  there  was  a  tendency  for  some 
occupiers  to  allow  conditions  on  their  land  to  deteriorate,  knowing  that  they  could 
call  for  the  services  of  the  operator  whenever  they  were  so  inclined  and  at  no  cost 
to  themselves.  With  the  appointment  of  a  new  operator,  it  was  decided  to  make  a 
charge  for  work  undertaken  in  certain  classes  of  property.  These  charges  ares- 

Business  and  industrial  premises  ..  8/«  per  hour 

Domestic  premises  used  for  the  keeping 

of  pigs,  poultry  or  other  livestock  ..  4/-  per  hour 

The  charges  include  operational  and  travelling  time,  poisons  and  materials. 
Initial  inspections  and  surveys  at  the  above  property  remain  free  of  charge  as  does 
rodent  control  work  carried  out  on  domestic  premises  other  than  those  included  above. 

During  the  year  two  sewer  baiting  treatments  were  carried  out.  The  first 
treatment  in  May  of  91  manholes,  resulted  in  poison  bait  being  taken  from  14  manholes. 
The  second  treatment  in  December  of  38  manholes,  showed  a  take  from  8  manholes.  When 
carrying  out  this  latter  treatment,  the  Rodent  Officer  was  assisted  by  Mr.  Westerby  of 
the  Infestation  Control  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food, 
for  whose  services  I  should  like  to  record  my  appreciation. 

The  seasonal  influx  of  rats  into  the  town  from  the  rural  areas  in  the  late 
Autumn  was  more  noticeable  than  for  many  previous  years.  This  experience  was  not 
restricted  to  Worksop  alone,  as  reports  from  other  parts  of  the  country  indicated  a 
general  abnormal  increase  in  the  rat  population.  This  may  have  been  the  result  of 
the  mild  nature  of  the  previous  winter  and  spring. 

Frequent  requests  were  made  during  the  year  for  the  services  of  the  Health 
Department  staff  for  treatment  and  advice  in  ridding  property  of  insect  pests. 

In  all,  21  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  bed-bugs  and  were  given 
treatment.  Some  infestations  were  reported  by  tenants  but  a  proportion  were  found 
during  checks  made  prior  to  tenancy  exchanges.  The  system  of  checking  houses  before 
exchanges  are  allowed  among  Corporation  tenants  provides  a  very  necessary  safeguard 
and  one  which  is  appreciated  by  all  parties  concerned. 
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In  some  instances  it  was  found  possible  to  trace  the  source  of  an  infestation 
to  an  adjoining  house  to  which  bugs  had  been  brought  in  bedding  given  to  the  tenants 
by  relatives.  Further  enquiries  at  the  relatives'*  house  and  at  neighbouring  houses 
brought  to  light  further  infestations.  In  this  way  as  many  as  five  infestations 
have  been  discovered  as  a  result  of  one  complaint.

Four  premises  are  situated  in  the  Borough  conducting  the  following

One  Rag,  Bone  and  Scrap  Metal  Dealer  ceased  business  during  1961  and  the 
remaining  two  businesses,  being  incorporated  in  a  Compulsory  Purchase  area  for  slum 
clearance,  are  scheduled  to  move  to  other  sites. 

These  trades  continue  with  the  minimum  of  nuisance  and  inspections  under 
the  Factories  Act  showed  satisfactory  working  conditions. 

PET  ANIMALS. 

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951. 

The  two  pet  shops  in  town  were  re-licensed  for  a  further  period  of  one  year. 
Both  shops  are  well  conducted. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

IOC#  meat  inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  in  the  Borough  for  human 
consumption  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  carcases  inspected  in  1961  was  8,099  <=  an  increase  of 
144  over  last  year°s  figure  of  7,955.

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For  the  first  time  it  is  possible  to  report  that  there  were  no  cases  of 
tuberculosis  amongst  adult  cattle  slaughtered  in  the  Borough, 

This  is  a  most  satisfactory  position  and  illustrates  the  success  of  the 
tuberculosis  area  eradication  schemes  carried  out  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  Tuberculosis  in  cattle,  once  one  of  the  most  common  diseases 
found  in  the  slaughterhouse  and  the  cause  of  large  condemnations  of  meat,  is  now  a 
rarity.

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The  incidence  of  Cysticercus  Bovis  in  adult  cattle,  however,  remains  fairly 
constant,  with  1.1#  of  such  animals  slaughtered  in  the  Borough  being  affected  during 
the  year.  The  previous  year’s  figure  was  also  1.1#. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

Seven  private  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  and  operating  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year. 

The  appointed  day  for  the  full  operation  of  the  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene) 
Regulations,  1958  and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations, 
1958,  in  Worksop  has  been  fixed  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
as  the  1st  July,  1962.  From  that  date  the  only  slaughterhouses  licensed  in  the 
Borough  will  be  those  that  comply  in  full  with  the  requirements  of  these  Regulations. 

It  is  expected  that  by  the  1st  July,  1962,  at  least  three  of  the  present 
licensed  slaughterhouses  will  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations  and  remain 
in  operation. 

The  construction  of  the  new  slaughterhouse  for  the  Worksop  Abattoir  Co.  Ltd. 
at  Central  Avenue,  Worksop,  is  expected  to  commence  early  in  1962.

FOOD  HYGIENE. 

The  growing  reputation  of  Worksop  as  an  affluent  shopping  centre  continued 
to  attract  a  number  of  multiple  stores  to  open  branches  in  the  town.  Each  new 
food  shop  «  well  equipped  to  modern  standards  -  contributed  to  raising  the  general 
standard  of  food  hygiene  in  the  town.  Furthermore,  the  attractive  appearance  of 
each  new  shop  tended  to  set  off  a  chain  reaction  of  modernisation  and  redecoration 
among  its  neighbours. 

It  has  become  increasingly  evident  that  the  public  is  developing  a  distaste 
for  the  dingy  food  shop.  In  the  fact  of  modern  competition,  shopkeepers  can  no 
longer  rely  upon  the  support  of  their  goodwill  customers,  but  must  give  some  added 
inducement  to  retain  their  trade.  One  such  inducement  is  the  pleasure  of  shopping 
at  a  clean  and  attractive  shop. 
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The  Public  Health  Inspectors  contribute  to  the  upward  trend  in  food  hygiene 
by  making  periodic  visits  to  shops  and  manufacturing  premises  and  advising  food 
handlers  of  any  necessary  improvement  in  their  equipment  or  methods*  Only  as  a 
last  resort,  when  it  becomes  obvious  that  no  amount  of  persuasion  will  achieve  the 
necessary  improvement,  is  the  Council  advised,  to  institute  legal  proceedings  against 
the  offender.  Action  of  this  kind  by  a  local  authority  focuses  public  attention  on 
the  premises  and  the  resulting  avoidance  of  the  establishment  often  leads  to  the 
closure  of  the  business  concerned. 

During  the  year  two  actions  were  taken  by  the  Worksop  Borough  Council  for 
offences  against  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  i960.  The  first  case,  which 
had  been  held  over  from  the  previous  year,  was  against  a  local  butcher  for  a  total  of 
eight  offences  against  the  Regulations.  These  concerned  the  condition  of  a  making- 
up  room  and  of  the  equipment  used  in  the  preparation  of  food.  The  trader  pleaded 
guilty  to  all  charges  and  was  fined  £40  with  £7.  7s.  Od.  costs. 

The  second  case  involved  a  stallholder  at  the  Worksop  provision  market  who 
denied  a  charge  of  smoking  while  handling  food.  The  Court  upheld  the  evidence  of 
the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  trader  was  given  a  conditional  discharge  with 
£2.  6s. Od.  costs. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year,  the  majority  of  verbal  notices  concerning 
food  hygiene  were  given  to  bakers'1  roundsmen  found  smoking  or  not  protecting  food 
from  a  risk  of  contamination  by  allowing  van  doors  to  be  left  open  unnecessarily. 

This  was  due  partly  to  past  customs  dying  hard  and  partly  to  the  conspicious  nature 
of  such  offences.  A  definite  improvement  was  noted  in  the  latter  months,  particularly 
in  the  closing  of  van  doors,  although  difficulties  were  experienced  in  wet  weather. 

It  is  likely  that  the  eventual  solution  to  the  protection  of  such  food  will 

either  be  the  wrapping  of  all  bread  and  confectionery,  or  the  provision  of  more 

suitable  vehicles.  A  promising  start  has  already  been  made  in  this  direction  and 
it  is  anticipated  that  the  mobile  shop,  fully  equipped  with  washing  facilities, 
will  supersede  the  converted  general  purpose  van  for  street  sales. 

ICE  CREAM  (HEAT  TREATMENT,  ETC.)  REGULATIONS,  1959. 

Twenty  two  samples  of  ice  cream  were  collected  during  the  year  and  submitted 

for  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  The  samples  fell  into  the 

following  grades?

The  recommended  standard  is  that  over  a  six  monthly  period,  5C#  of  a 
vendor’s  samples  should  fall  into  Grade  I  ~  8C#  into  Grades  I  or  II,  not  more  than 
2C fjk  into  Grade  III  and  none  into  Grade  IV. 

The  one  sample  in  Grade  IV  was  obtained  from  an  ice  cream  manufacturer  in 
the  Borough.  Investigation  indicated  a  fault  In  the  cooling  procedure.  Further 
samples  were  found  to  be  in  Grade  I.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Of  the  10,615  houses  in  the  Borough,  10,508  were  served  by  a  piped  main 
supply  to  each  house,  and  by  standpipes  outside  the  house,  and  100  were  served  by 
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a  supply  from  privately  owned  boreholes. 

Apart  from  the  events  in  March,  when  the  main  reservoir  was  breached,  the 
supply  of  water  was  adequate  in  quantity*  Some  complaints  were  received  of  a 
diminishing  supply  to  certain  houses  due  to  a  gradual  furring  of  the  service  pipes, 
but  in  each  case  the  defect  was  remedied  by  notice  to  the  owners  to  renew  the  pipes. 

WATER  SAMPLING * 

During  the  year,  372  samples  of  water  from  various  sources  were  taken  by 
the  Health  Department  staff  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Sheffield.

Note  I  -  Main  Piped  Supply. 

These  samples  were  taken  from  taps  throughout  the  town  as  a  routine  check 
for  any  contamination  of  the  main  piped  supply.  In  March,  information  was  received 
from  the  Laboratory  that  certain  of  the  samples  from  the  Southern  area  of  the  town 
were  suspect  or  unsatisfactory.  The  contamination  arose  during  the  emergency  period 
when  the  main  reservoir  at  Sunnyside  was  breached  and  undergoing  repairs.  At  the 
same  time,  alterations  were  being  made  to  the  service  mains  in  the  affected  area. 

Sampling  was  stepped  up  in  order  to  pin-point  the  source  of  the  contamination 
and  tests  were  also  made  to  determine  the  residual  chlorine  content  of  the  water. 

From  these  tests  it  was  found  that  the  contamination  occurred  only  at  certain  times 
of  the  day  when  there  was  no  residual  chlorine  present  in  the  water. 

Work  on  the  new  service  mains  was  stopped  until  the  reservoir  was  repaired 
and  adjustment  was  made  at  Sunnyside  to  increase  the  concentration  of  free  chlorine 
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in  the  water  from  that  source.  This  had  little  effect  on  the  results  of  subsequent 
tests,  and  it  was  eventually  discovered  that  because  of  fluctuations  in  pressure,  the 
water  reaching  the  affected  area  came  at  certain  times  of  the  day  from  the  Manton 
supply.  This  water  was  not  chlorinated  at  source  ancf  the  two  chlorinators  installed 
at  the  points  of  entry  to  the  mains  were  not  functioning  properly.  These  were 
overhauled  and  plans  were  made  to  set  up  a  chlorinating  plant  at  the  source  of  the 
water. 

Subsequent  water  samples  proved  to  be  bacteriologically  satisfactory. 

During  the  course  of  the  investigation,  a  sample  was  taken  of  the  yam  used 
in  the  jointing  of  new  water  mains.  The  Laboratory  result  showed  a  heavy  mixed 
bacterial  growth  which  emphasises  the  necessity  for  sterilising  new  or  repaired 
sections  of  water  mains  before  use. 

Note  II  -  Sunnyside  Boreholes. 

Following  the  damage  to  the  reservoir,  samples  have  been  taken  at  fortnightly 
intervals  of  water  from  each  of  the  four  boreholes  at  Sunnyside.  Apart  from  three 
samples,  the  results  were  satisfactory.  The  three  samples,  classified  as 
"Suspicious”,  came  in  each  case  from  No.  2  borehole,  which  is  the  bore  nearest  to 
and  below  the  breached  reservoir.  The  organisms  isolated  were  in  each  case  Non- 
Faecal  Coliforms  and  may  have  been  the  result  of  the  disturbance  caused  by  the 
breaching  of  the  reservoir.  Water  from  the  bores  passes  through  a  chlorinator 
before  entering  the  mains. 

Note  III  -  Sunnyside  Reservoirs. 

Before  bringing  the  repaired  reservoirs  back  into  use,  they  were  filled 
with  super=chlorinated  water  and  allowed  to  stand  for  several  days.  During  this 
period  regular  checks  were  made  on  the  chlorine  content  and  the  results  of  all 
laboratory  tests  were  satisfactory. 

Note  IV  °  Emergency  Watercarts. 

These  carts  provided  the  very  necessary  service  of  supplying  water  to  those 
householders  whose  supply  had  been  cut  off  during  the  emergency.  Samples  taken 
from  the  carts  proved  to  be  bacteriologically  satisfactory. 

Note  V  Private  Boreholes, 

Many  of  the  outlying  areas  of  the  town  are  supplied  by  privately  owned 
boreholes,  water  from  which  is  periodically  checked.  All  samples  but  one  were 
satisfactory,  the  exception  being  one  taken  from  a  house  where  water  has  to  be 
stored  in  a  roof  tank. 

Note  VI  Spring,  Shireoaks. 

This  spring  water  was  sampled  during  the  time  of  the  emergency  as  local 
residents  were  using  it  for  domestic  purposes.  The  result  was  satisfactory. 

Note  VIII  Well,  Manton  Estate. 

Water  from  this  well  was  sampled  to  ascertain  whether  it  was  suitable 
for  the  watering  of  animals. 

The  results  of  16  water  samples  taken  from  the  Manton  Colliery  supply  by 
officials  of  the  Chesterfield,  Bolsover  and  Clowne  Water  Board  and  examined  by  the 
Board°s  Chemist  and  Bacteriologist,  showed  that  15  samples  were  bacteriologically 
satisfactory  with  the  remaining  5  samples  showing  the  presence  of  non~faecal 
coliform  bacteria. 

The  14  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  Rhodesia  supply  by  officials  of  the 
National  Coal  Board  were  found  by  the  Area  Chief  Scientist  to  be  bacteriologically 
satisfactory.

REFUSE  COLLECTION . 

An  unusual  feature  of  the  weather  conditions  during  this  year  was  the  high 
winds  in  May,  196I  and  the  hurricane  in  February,  1962.  The  latter  caused 
considerable  property  damage  in  Worksop  though  fortunately  not  on  the  same  scale 
as,  for  instance,  in  Sheffield* 

Naturally  it  was  impossible  to  cope  with  such  conditions  and  for  a  few  days 
the  crews  were  kept  working  in  the  depot*  Tip  work  assumed  "desert”  proportions. 

Refuse  collection  services  were  extended  to  the  following  136  new  premises*- 

Ashley  Road  (l),  Blyth  Road  (l),  Carlton  Road  (3),  Coleridge  Road  (16),  Curzon 
Drive  (5),  Dunstan  Crescent  (15),  Grasmere  Road  (7),  Hemmingfield  Road  (8),  Herrick 
Drive  (10)  Hillside  Crescent  (2),  Kedleston  Road  (l),  Kingsway  (l),  Langdale  Road 
(15),  Nash  Close  (8),  Queen  Street  (l)  Ranby  (4),  Retford  Road  (l),  Shepherds

MAINTENANCE,, 

No  new  refuse  collection  vehicles  were  purchased  during  the  year,  but  an 
order  was  placed  for  a  Shelvoke  &.  Drewry  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  with  power  press.  As 
this  was  on  a  quoted  delivery  period  of  12  months,  the  vehicle  had  not  arrived  by 
the  end  of  the  year  under  review. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

Controlled  tipping  continues  on  the  Carlton  Road  Tip  adjacent  to  the  depot. 

In  order  to  help  a  local  youth  club,  the  use  of  the  Drott  crawler  dozer  was 
authorised  and  tipping  and  levelling  of  soil  arranged  on  the  Blyth  Road  ex-tip. 

The  site  is  now  occupied  by  the  club  house  with  tennis  court  and  gardens,  and  a  large 
area  has  been  grassed  as  a  future  playing  area. 

Work  was  also  done  on  levelling  a  site  in  Kilton  Quarry  for  a  football  field 
for  another  youth  group. 

Carlton  Road  Tip  continues  to  be  rapidly  filled  but  in  November,  1961,  the 
Nottinghamshire  Education  Committee  agreed  that  an  area  of  two  acres  lying  between 
Stanley  Street  School  and  the  tip  should  be  levelled  by  tipping.  At  present  some 
allotments  occupy  the  ground  and  tipping  will  commence  after  its  vacation.  It  is 
understood  that  the  N.E.C.  propose  to  construct  a  playing  field. 

PROVISION  OF  DUSTBINS. 

The  Council  operates  a  Municipal  Dustbin  Scheme  under  the  terms  of  Section 
75(3)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  This  scheme  commenced  on  30th  March,  1951. 

The  Local  Authorities  (Charges  for  Dustbins)  Order,  1957,  makes  an  annual 
charge  of  7s.  6d.  per  dustbin. 
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The  number  of  dustbins  supplied  during  the  year  was  211,  making  a  total  of 
2,174  dustbins  supplied  under  the  scheme  since  its  inception. 

WASTE  PAPER  SALVAGE. 

Output  of  waste  paper  salvage  increased  once  again  during  this  year. 

An  increase  of  26  tons  l£  cwts.  and  of  £555.  8s.  Od.  gross  income  over  the 
previous  year  was  recorded. 

The  new  improved  Smith  Horizontal  Baler  (Series  T)  arrived  and  was  put  into 
service  on  17th  April,  1961.  It  has  proved  most  efficient,  as  indeed  was  its 

predecessor  (Series  S).  The  electric  motor  being  top  mounted  as  against  the 
previous  rear  mounting,  has  shortened  the  machine,  thereby  occupying  less  space. 
Stronger  bearings,  twin  balanced  flywheels  and  a  reverse  switch  are  other  improve¬ 
ments. 

OTHER  SALVAGE. 

Owing  to  local  difficulties,  the  disposal  of  other  salvage,  although  showing 
an  increase  of  10  cwts.  over  the  previous  year,  gave  a  decrease  of  £88.  2s.  3d.  gross 
income.
